.ations governing the Fish In­ 
dustry of America, guaranteeing 
freedom of movement and pro­ 
duction to the fisherman and the 
distributor, and lifting many re­ 
strictions and hardships which 
served to paralyze the industry, 
Texas should from now on have 
an abundance of good sea-food at 
a reasonable price. 
All distributors have been no­ 
tified by Administrator Peden to 
submit at once a schedule of 
costs and quantities of fish han­ 
dled. Every effort is to be put 
forth to secure a stabilization of 
prices and to free the market of 
the speculative influences which 
too frequently made Texas fish 
cheaper in St. Louis and Kansas 
City than in San Antonio or Dal­ 
las. 
All dealers and all fishermen 
are required under the rules and

ian free of cost. Failure to com­ 
ity with the rules and regula­ 
tions, or proof of speculation, 
eliminates automatically the fish 
dealer or fisherman from the 
field of fish production. 
Dealers are required to submit 
address and change of address; 
to make reports 
under oath 
when requested; to be prepared 
at all time for inspection; to 
eliminate all waste, or suffer 
penalization if they fail to do so; 
they are forbidden to enter into

Washington.—Bursting 
shells 
are 
* everyday, 
everyliour experiences 
iu 
the lives of all soldiers aud Y. M. C. 
A. workers anywhere within 25 miles 
of the Boche guns. 
Dr. George Louis 
Meylan, who has just returned from 
France where he was engaged in rec­ 
reation work 
for the Y. M. 0. A., 
threw some strong light on the con­ 
ditions under which all persons back 
of the trenches live—aud die. He had 
been asked to tell some specific in­ 
stances of “Y” workers uuder fire in 
first-line trenches. 
“Those over here who have not been 
in the war zone must forget their old- 
time ideas of warfare and its dan­ 
gers/’ said Doctor Meylan. 
“Forget 
this old idea of open fighting, with 
troops battling across a plain the size 
of a large athletic field. 
Modern ar­ 
tillery shoots for miles and is alw ay s; 
shooting. 
Every person within 20 
miles of the trenches is under fire 
practically all of the time, yet the r e - j 
ports do not call this a battle. 
The I 
reports announce ‘The artillery was 
active,’ and thai 
means shells any­ 
where five to twenty-five miles back 
of the trenches. 
Dodge Shells Constantly. 
“Early in April the Germans made 
night raids and their airplanes were 
active iiA bombing. 
Two of my or­ 
ganizers were visiting camps eight or 
ten 
miles 
hack 
of 
the 
front-line 
trenches. 
The Germans kept up the 
bombardment for three days during 
which time those *Y* men were dodg­ 
ing shells constantly. 
“On the second day they were in a 
Foyer de Sold at—one of the soldiers’ 
recreation huts provided by the French 
with ‘Y* men in charge—w'hen, within 
five minutes two shells struck, one a 
few yards away, tic* other hitting the 
hut.
